And the magazine could have added that the great 
majority of well-paid workers belong to labor unions.

Sen. Robert Taft and his friends spent $1,907,509.61 


in his campaign for re-election last year in Ohio. 

That raises a great moral issue. It is this: 

Should high public office go to candidates who spend 
the most? 

Should not a candidate of average means have just 
as much chance to win a seat in the United State Sen- 
ate as a man backed by rich people and wealthy corpora- 
tions? 

The Senate Subcommittee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions must face the issue squarely. That’s the group 
which is studying the race between Taft and State 
Auditor Joe Ferguson. 

Taft tried to throw dust in the subcommittee’s face. 
When he testified before it November 26 he brought 
up every side issue he could think of. He used clippings 
from pro-Taft newspapers to defend himself. He 
jumped on anti-Taft organizations for this, that and the 
other thing. 


He used the old trick of defending himself by at: | 


tacking others. He lightly tossed aside the huge sum of 
money it cost him to win re-election and moved on to 
other things. 


In short, Taft dodged the central issue. And that is | 


whether the people must be governed by men who have 
unlimited money to spend for election. It is whether 
a few big contributors to a candidate’s campaign kitty 
should get more attention when laws are passed than the 
millions of hard-working people who can’t afford to 
chip in more than a buck or two to help their man carry 
on a campaign. 

Has the time come in America when a Senate seat 
is put on the auction block? Should it go to the man— 
or a group of men—who can bid the most?

“YOUR NEW. 
SOCIAL SECURITY 


The -Congress of the United 
States has recognized many times 
the importance of the need to pro- 
tect and hold together the families 
of America. Nowhere is this recog- 
nition more marked than in the 
1950 Amendments to the Social Se- 
curity Act, Old-age and survivors 
insurance, a part of the social se- 


curity law, has been a form of 
family insurance since 1940 when 
payments were made available to 
the aged wives and minor children 
of retired workers, and to the wid- 
ows, minor children and dependent 
parents of deceased workers. The 
1950 amendments make this vast 
insurance program a much strong- 


er implement in the task of weld-: 


ing together the family units of 
our nation, All of the previous 
benefits are retained and many 
new categories are added. Each of 
the new types of benefits now 
available was added to give more 
protection to American family life. 

Monthly benefits are still paid to 
the retired worker, age 65 or over, 
to his wife, if she is 65, and to any 
minor child of the retired worker 
until such child is 18. Ordinarily, if 
a 65-year-old retiring worker does 
have a child under 18, his wife will 
not be 65. Yet this wife is depend- 
ent on the retiring worker just as 
is. the child. Congress recognized 
this fact and benefits can now be 
paid to the wife of a retired work- 
er with minor child or children, 
regardless, of the wifes’ age. These 
benefits will be continued until the 
child reaches age 18. The wife then 
waits until she is 65 before she 
again draws benefits. 


In many’ family groups, the wife 
is the wage earner. This is usually 
due to illness or other incapacity 
of the husband. The Congress pro- 
vided for this contingency by mak- 
ing benefits available to the de- 
pendent aged husband of a fully 
insured woman worker, if she was 
in work covered by social security 
|for at least a year and a half out 
of the three years immediately pre- 
ceding her retirement. 

In the field of survivors insur- 
ance, several important changes 
were made. Benefits can now be 
paid to the dependent widower at 
age 65 if the wife was the insured 
worker. This parallels the provi- 
sion for benefits to. aged widows 
which was retained in the law. 
Like the widow’s benefit, payments 
to the widower are monthly cash 
payments based on the_ wife’s 
wages and are continued during 
the life of the widower.

Taxes Misused 
By Employers 


(AFL Release) 

A tax scandal 
proportions, 
| ployers, was revealed by the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau. 

These employers failed to turn 
over to the government $96 mil- 
lion which they had deducted from 
workers pay envelopes for pay- 
roll taxes, 

In many cases, the employers 
used these funds for business op- 
erating capital in violation of the 
law or misappropriated the money 
for other illegal purposes. 

The government is proceeding to 
try to collect these delinquent 
taxes, either 
prosecution. 

Wage-earners involved are pro- 
tected, officials said, because they 
are given credit for any money de- 
ducted from their wages. 

Acting Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue Charles F. Masarik, Jr., 
the Northern California District, 


disclosed that payments were over- | 


due from employers on about $9 
million in withholding taxes col- 
lected from workers in that area. 


The dollar volume of delinquent |
